To  our  knowledge,  only  one  other  gilt  brass  Gilbert 
token  has  ever  crossed  the  auction  block.  Indeed,  that  piece  has 
been  sold  no  less  than  three  times.  This  token  first  appeared  35 
years  ago  in  our  1976  2 1'1  Sale  where  it  was  graded  VG/F  with 
three  old  (and  deep)  scratches  at  center.  This  example  brought 
$255.00.  It  next  appeared  in  B&M's  1990  sale  of  Michael 
Zeddies’  Collection  where  we  purchased  it  for  a  bargain  price 
of  $4 1 2.50 

Wc  rcolfered  this  token  in  our  1991  Auction  Fifty  Sale  and 
got  a  more  reasonable  price  of  $1540.00.  Twenty  years  later 
we  believe  that  this  more  desirable  token  should  bring  in  the 
$4000-6000  range.

When  Frank  Duflicld  published  his  list  of  merchant  cards  and 
tokens  of  Baltimore  in  1907.  he  described  this  token  as  having 
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the  name  “BALE”  incused  below  the  eagle.  This  was  an  easy 
mistake  to  have  made  for.  as  the  Fulds  pointed  out  (in  making 
the  same  error).  “The  workmanship  is  typical  of  Bale...” 
Close  examination  of  this  c/s  reveals  that  the  incused  mark  is 
probably  meant  to  be  BALTIMORE.  On  this  token  the  BALT 
is  clear  under  magnification  and  a  portion  of  the  1  can  be  seen. 
On  some  examples,  only  the  BALT  shows.  (H)

We  were  initially  puzzled  by  the  look  of  this  reverse.  Naturally, 
we  went  to  that  font  of  all  medallic  knowledge,  D.  Wayne 
Johnson,  for  an  explanation.  Dick  replied  as  follows:  “This 
token  was  obviously  struck  by  drop  hammer  rather  than  struck 
in  a  press  with  two  engraved  dies.  Only  one  die  with  detail  is 
required.  The  reverse  was  formed  by  a  “back  punch”  in  this 
case  with  indistinct  indentations.  [Had  it  been  struck  in  a  press 
it  could  have  been  mated  with  a  “jack  die."]  The  quality  of  the 
strike  is  remarkably  high  as  the  obverse  lettering  and  detail  is 
sharp  and  crisp.  That  back  punch  could  be  used  for  any  obverse 
as  it  is  not  married  to  this  obverse  alone." 

It  is  significant  that  this  token  was  not  listed  by  David 
Schcnkman  in  his  April  1980  work  on  the  tokens  of  Joseph 
Merriam  in  The  Numismatist.  We  queried  Dave  about  it  and  he 
stated  that  this  is  the  only  example  known  to  him.  Judging  from 
his  description,  it  seems  obvious  that  Rulau  had  never  actually 
seen  an  example  nor  did  Donald  Miller,  who  called  it  “German 
Silver.  25mm."  (G  il)

It  was  only  natural  that  Dr.  Burras  would  issue  his  storecard  made 
of  vulcanite  or  hard  rubber  as  he  was  an  early  vocal  advocate 
of  the  use  of  vulcanite  as  a  substitute  for  gold  as  a  denture 
base.  According  to  the  research  of  Dr.  Ernest  Beerstecher,  “A

David  Schenkman's  research  has  led  to  the  conclusion  that 
at  least  one  of  the  3  main  varieties  of  the  Bart  &  Hickcox 
rubber  tokens  is  of  Civil  War  vintage.  This  was  established 
by  the  discovery  of  the  sale  of  a  token  of  this  firm  in  Cogan's 
September  1 863  Sale.  There  are  three  major  varieties  of  Bart  & 
Hickcox  tokens: 

1 . 260B5  -  a  round  token  with  a  49  West  Fourth  St.  address. 

2,  260B6  -  a  &  b.  an  oval  token  with  the  same  address; 

3.  260B7  -  an  oval  token  with  a  96  West  Fourth  St.  address. 

Schenkman's  research  also  uncovered  the  fact  that  the  company 
moved  from  a  prior  location  at  20  East  Fourth  Street  to  49  West 
Fourth  Street  about  1 859.  Unfortunately,  he  was  unable  to  find 
out  when  the  company  went  out  of  business,  or  when  it  moved 
from  the  #49  address  to  the  #96  location,  because  of  this 
missing  information,  it  is  currently  not  possible  to  determine 
which  of  the  firm's  tokens  are  of  Civil  War  vintage.  At  the 
extremes,  it  is  possible  that  only  one  or  all  of  them  are  of  this 
period.  In  our  2002  Dan  Hansen  Sale,  we  sold  an  example  of 
this  token  for  $3 16.25.

The  reverse  depicts 
the  mounted  figures  of  Wellington  and  B Richer,  the  allied 
commanders,  in  the  guise  of  Castor  and  Pollux,  the  demigods 
of  Roman  military  tradition;  these  two  surrounded  by  19  giants 
in  battle,  representing  the  19  years'  duration  of  the  war. 

The  original  intent  was  for  the  Waterloo  medal  to  have  been 
presented  in  gold  to  the  four  Allied  sovereigns  and  both 
Field  Marshals.  However,  due  to  a  variety  of  reasons,  some 
legitimate,  but  mostly  contrived,  it  took  Pistrucci  33  years  to 
complete  his  masterpiece.  By  then,  the  intended  recipients  w'ere 
all  dead  except  for  Wellington.  To  further  complicate  things. 
Even  though  the  dies  were  created  in  four  pieces  to  assist  in 
their  hardening,  it  seems  that  nobody  was  willing  to  take  the 
risk  of  damaging  Pistrucci’s  work  that  was  three  decades  in 
the  making.  The  result  was  that  only  gutta-percha  impressions 
and  electrotypes  were  created,  the  lot  offered  here  being  one 
of  the  rare  original  electrotypes.  Pistrucci  was  finally  able  to 
see  his  magnum  opus  in  medal  form.  He  died  a  few  years  later, 
in  1855.  No  medals  were  ever  struck  from  the  dies.  ($1250- 
1750.)

(Goet/  explained  this  error  by  stating,  "The  5lh  of  May  was  a 
writing  error  on  my  part.  1  took  this  date  out  ol  a  newspaper 
account  and  correct  it  Liter  to  the  7"'  ol  May.”)  The  British  were 
quick  to  take  advantage  of  the  propaganda  possibilities  of  this 
and  manufactured  replicas  in  great  numbers  arguing  that  the 
medal  with  its  May  5  dale  proved  with  the  Germans  has  long 
planned  to  sink  the  vessel.  I  lie  original  May  5"’  medal  is  one 
of  the  most  sought-after  of  all  Goetz  medals.  The  proliferation 
of  copies,  both  British  and  American,  is  a  complication  as  few 


collectors  know  how  to  tell  the  difference  between  the  genuine 
medal  and  its  copies.  For  obvious  reasons,  the  May  7  casting 
was  not  copied.  It  is  still  elusive  and  much  in  demand.  (H)

Deutschland  made  two  trips  to  the  USA.  On  her  first  trip  she 
was  loaded  with  163  tons  of  pigments  ,  on  her  voyage  back  to 
Germany,  she  carried  789  tons  of  raw  material.  The  cross  of 
this  interesting  relic  piece  was  made  at  Baltimore  of  the  iron 
ballast  of  the  submarine  not  needed  for  the  return  journey. 
They  were  sold  in  America  for  the  benefit  of  the  German  Red 
Cross.  Three  months  later,  the  Germans  had  converted  her  and 
sent  her  to  war  as  U-153.

Writing  in  the  American  Numismatic  Society  Magazine, 
curator  Robert  Wilson  Hoge  stated,  “  Bois  durci  is  a  substance 
made  of  powdered  wood  (normally  either  ebony  or  rosewood) 
mixed  with  an  adhesive  compound — usually  blood,  originally, 
or  egg  white  or  gelatin.  This  mixture  was  then  dried  and  ground 
to  a  fine  consistency;  the  resulting  powder  was  then  placed  in 
a  steel  mould  and  compressed  in  a  powerful  hydraulic  press 
while  being  heated  by  steam.  The  final  product  had  a  highly 
polished  finish — typically  dark  brown  or  black — imparted  by 
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the  surface  of  the  steel  mould.  Its  “secret  process”  was  patented 
by  an  artist  named  LePage,  in  Paris,  in  1855." 


“These  interesting  items  constitute  an  appealing  series  of 
Victorian  decorative  arts  objects  (about  80  kinds  are  known) 
dating  from  the  late  1850s  to  the  1890s.  Looking  like 
medallions  but  being  non-metallic,  hois  durci  pieces  have  not 
been  necessarily  classified  as  “numismatic”  by  scholars  or 
collectors.  The  artists  of  these  works  are  unknown,  although 
they  featured  high-quality  portraits  of  personalities  living  and 
dead,  and  their  creations  would  certainly  be  considered  as 
medallic  sculptures  in  the  art  world  of  today.  Unfortunately,  as 
far  as  we  have  been  able  to  determine,  there  are  no  examples  of 
bois  durci  works  in  the  ANS  cabinet”  (G-H)

The  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  proclaimed  that  this 
was  Wright's  ”...  finest  work,  and  the  best  reproduction  on  a 
medal  of  the  original  by  Houdon.”  This  medal  is  considerably 
scarcer  in  bronze  than  it  is  in  white  metal.  This  medal  was 
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purchased  for  $275.00  from  Jack  Collins’  1991  FPL  (G).

I  he  design  of  the  drop  on  the  Official  Committee  Badge  is 
somewhat  different  than  that  on  the  official  medal.

The  various  Paine  tokens  were  issued  in  England  by 
Thomas  Spence;  the  designs  intended  to  give  publicity  to  the 
political  sentiments  which  he  advocated.  DeWitt  &  Sullivan 
cataloged  some  of  these,  by  type,  which  had  interest  to  American 
collectors.  This  effort  was  by  no  means  complete,  either  by  type  or 
variety.

Below  are  the  facsimile  signatures  of  three 
American  Presidents  -  James  Madison,  John  Quincy  Adams 
and  Andrew  Jackson  and  the  date,  October,  1834. 

This  declaration  of  temperance,  signed  by  the  three  above 
named  Presidents,  was  the  work  of  Edward  C.  Delavan,  a  New 
York  temperance  reformer.  Delavan,  who  made  his  fortune  as  a 
wine  merchant,  saw  the  error  of  his  ways,  and,  in  1 828,  helped 
form  the  New  York  State  Temperance  Society  and  devoted  the 
remainder  of  his  life  to  promoting  the  cause  of  temperance.  In 
1833, 

He  wrote  the  following.  “Being  satisfied  from  observation 
and  experience,  as  well  as  from  medical  testimony,  that  ardent 
spirits,  as  a  drink,  is  not  only  needless,  but  hurtful  and  that 
the  entire  disuse  of  it  would  tend  to  promote  the  health,  the 
virtue  and  happiness  of  the  community:  we  hereby  express  our 
conviction,  that  should  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and 
especially  all  young  men,  discountenance  entirely  the  use  of 
it,  they  would  not  only  promote  their  own  personal  benefit,  but 
the  good  of  the  country  and  of  the  world.”  He  then  obtained  the 
signatures  of  President  Andrew  Jackson  and  former  Presidents, 
James  Madison  and  John  Quincy  Adams  in  support  of  this 
declaration.  The  resulting  document  was  widely  circulated 
within  the  temperance  movement  and  proved  wildly  popular 
-  so  much  so  that  Delavan  procured  the  signatures  of  all  the 
subsequent  Presidents  of  the  United  Slates  through  Abraham 
Lincoln  (except  for  William  Henry  Harrison,  who  died  before 
he  could  sign  it.) 

This  just  has  to  be  one  of  the  most  desirable  of  all  American 
temperance  medals!  Only  one  other  uncirculated  bronzed 
example  of  this  rare  medal  has  crossed  the  auction  block  in 
recent  memory.  #  1 66  in  our  2002  Dan  I  lansen  Stile  for  $540.00 
and  then  to  Stacks  Minor  Collection  Stile  of  5/08  #704  for 
$632.50.

This  popular  toilet  seat  medal  commemorates  an  attack  upon 
lluey  Long  which  left  Inin  with  a  black  eye.  I  he  story  of  this 


medal  is  one  of  my  favorites.  Long,  the  venerable  “Kingfish”, 
was  attending  a  party  at  a  country  club  in  Sands  Point,  Long 
Island.  A  heavy  drinker,  Long  proceeded  to  imbibe  a  bit  too 
much,  and  could  not  retain  his  customary  control  over  his 
physical  movements..  While  standing  in  front  of  the  urinal,  his 
unsteadiness  caused  him  to  soak  the  lower  pants  and  shoes  of 
a  nearby  relief  seeker.  The  surprised  and  angered  victim  turned 
and  promptly  punched  the  inebriated  Long  in  the  eye. 

The  episode  received  wide  publicity,  although  its  most  intimate 
details  were  not  publicized.  Seeking  to  embarrass  Long,  one 
national  magazine  started  a  campaign  for  public  subscriptions 
for  a  medal  to  reward  the  unknown  assailant.  A  gold  medal  in 
the  form  of  a  toilet  seat  with  a  hanging  bar  was  actually  struck 
by  Medallic  Art  Company,  and  in  the  absence  of  a  claimant, 
was  presented  in  a  formal  black  tie  ceremony  to  the  American 
Numismatic  Society.  MACO  then  struck  a  small  number  of 
silver  and  a  greater,  but  unknown  number  of  bronze  charms  to 
commemorate  the  event.  An  uncirculated  specimen  brought 
$517.50  in  our  last  sale.

Although  some 
exhibitors  offered  to  pay  for  gold  or  silver  copies,  the  Solicitor

general  issued  an  opinion  that  they  could  not  be  struck.  This 
medal  was  presented  to  the  artist  Amalie  Ritterhoff  of  Newark, 
NJ  who  exhibited  her  pen  sketches  in  the  Woman’s  Building. 

Saint  Gaudens'  original  design  for  the  reverse  was  rejected  by 
prudish  Treasury  Department  officials  because  it  displayed  a 
nude  male  youth.  The  Mint  then  asked  its  own  Charles  Barber 
for  a  suitable  replacement.  On  the  obverse,  the  hooded  figure 
with  beard  and  hooked  nose  to  the  right  side  of  Columbus  is 
none  other  than  Augustus  Saint  Gaudens  himself-  the  only 
known  self  portrait  of  the  great  master.  The  Eagle  Cotton  Gin 
Co.  of  Bridgewater,  MA  issued  a  rare  R9  Dewey  storecard.  (G)

This  farewell  dinner  capped  a  five-year  period  of  formal 
functions  held  by  the  directors.  According  to  an  article  in  the 
San  Francisco  Chronicle.  “Upon  entering  the  room  the  guests 
found  at  each  plate,  instead  of  place  cards,  a  small  leather  case 
bearing  the  name  of  the  guest  and  each  containing  a  gold  plaque 
commemorating  the  occasion.  Later  there  was  an  interesting 
and  impressive  ceremony,  when  each  director  in  turn,  rose  and 
formally  presented  his  neighbor  with  the  plaque.”  Joseph  Tobin 
was  the  senior  partner  in  the  law  firm  of  Tobin  &  Tobin  and  was 
an  elected  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors. 
He  was  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Concessions  and 
Admissions.  Presumably,  only  34  of  these  plaques  were  issued 
-  Moore’s  example  may  have  been  made  of  gold  rather  than 
gold  plated.

In  a  letter  to  exhibitors  from  the  Secretary  of  the  PPIE  Award 
System,  it  was  stated.  “Following  the  custom  of  all  expositions, 
and  as  already  explained  to  exhibitors,  the  Medal  of  Award  in 
each  case  is  made  of  Bronze.

of  a  tree;  an  Indian  falling  on  the  bank  of  the  river  at  the  right. 
Silver,  bronze  and  pewter.  Kittanning  was  an  Indian  village  on 
the  Allegheny  River  45  miles  from  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania, 
which  was  destroyed  in  the  French  and  Indian  War  by 
Colonel  Armstrong  of  Carlisle.  Pennsylvania.  Each  of  the 
commissioned  officers  in  the  engagement  received  one  of  these 
medals  in  silver.  The  dies  were  made  by  Edward  Duffield,  a 
watchmaker  at  Philadelphia,  and  are  now  in  the  United  States 
Mint.  Restrikes  have  been  made  in  bronze.” 


The  Kittanning  medal  was  voted  #9  in  the  Whitman  listing  of

Struck  from  the  original  obverse  die  and  a  reverse  die  which 
states  REPRODUCTION  1881.  As  Julian  notes,  two  sets  of  dies 
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were  prepared  for  the  Decatur  medal.  The  original  commission 
was  given  to  John  Reich.  However,  upon  receiving  the  plaster 
impressions  of  his  work,  the  Navy  Department  officials  nearly 
choked.  While  the  reverse  was  acceptable,  the  obverse  was 
so  poorly  executed  that  one  official  called  it  a  caricature  of 
Decatur.  Reich  attempted  to  explain  his  poor  rendition  by 
noting  his  eyesight  has  deteriorated.  When  the  Mint  attempted 
to  harden  Reich's  reverse,  it  shattered.  Furst  then  recut  the 
reverse,  using  the  same  design.  That  die  lasted  until  1881  when 
a  new  die  was  produced  bearing  the  words  REPRODUCTION 
1881  in  the  exergue.  This  is  a  rare  medal  -  only  29  pieces  are 
said  to  have  been  struck  in  the  1881-1904  period.

The  artistic  merit  of  the  obverse  is  the  subject  of  some 
controversy.  W.  Elliott  Woodward,  commenting  in  his  1864 
sale  of  the  McCoy  Collection,  said.  The  beauty  of  the  reverse 
redeems  the  ugliness  of  the  obverse  on  this  medal.” 

However,  the  art  critic  Cornelius  Vermule  was  more 
enthusiastic.  “The  medal  for  Snowden  presents  two  novelties, 
departures  from  the  heroics  of  the  early  nineteenth  century  and 
the  Greco-Roman  classicism  of  the  Civil  War  era.  A  brutally 
naturalistic  facing  portrait  on  the  obverse  is  coupled  with  a 
magnificent,  factual  rendering  of  an  architectural  complex  on 
the  reverse.  Both  are  far  out  of  pace  for  their  times.  James  Ross 
Snowden  is  shown  with  hexagonal  spectacles,  a  wart  on  his 
cheek,  and  contemporary  dress.  The  relief  is  high  and  shaip, 
a  circumscribed  contrast  to  the  two  sizes  of  low,  rectangular  313. 
lettering  that  run  like  a  halo  around  the  field  within  a  high. 


molded  rim.  On  the  reverse  is  the  second  Philadelphia  Mint, 
built,  as  the  inscription  states,  in  1832,  and  rendered  fireproof 
in  1856.  Idie  latter  statement  is  borne  out  by  the  slender 
chimney  rising  in  the  background.  Again  high  relief  is  used 
to  emphasize  outline  and  volume,  almost  making  the  severe. 
Neoclassic,  Greek  Revival  building  seem  like  a  freestanding 
miniature,  rather  than  a  mere  medallic  relief.  Bold,  severe, 
detailed  yet  comprehensive,  the  Mint  at  the  hand  of  Paquet  has 
become  one  of  the  most  successful  architectural  vistas  on  any 
example  of  numismatic  art.” 

The  Harl/og  reference  states  that  48  medals  were  struck  in 
copper.  However,  if  one  adds  up  the  yearly  mintage  records 
from  1859  through  1903/04  published  in  Julian,  the  copper 
mintage  is  only  23!  (G-H)

Clay  was  presented  with  a  gold  medal  which  was  privately 
subscribed  for  by  the  citizens  of  New  York  and  was  ostensibly 
to  honor  him  for  his  preeminent  role  in  the  Compromise  of 
1850.  In  truth,  it  was  more  of  a  valedictory  to  the  enfeebled 
statesman,  who  was  to  die  less  than  four  months  after  he 
received  the  medal.  150  copper  medals  were  struck  and  sold 
at  an  original  issue  price  of  $30.00.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
impressive  of  all  U.S.  Mint  medals  and  is  a  superior  example 
of  C.C.  Wright's  skill  at  portraiture.  (1)

Benjamin  Rush  was  an  American  physician  and  political  leader. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Continental  Congress  and  a  signer  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence.  From  1799  until  his  death 
in  1813.  he  was  Treasurer  of  the  U.S.  Mint.  He  practiced  and 
taught  medicine  in  Philadelphia  and  wrote  uddely  on  medical 
topics.  “His  name  w'as  familiar  in  the  medical  world  as  the 
Sydenham  of  America.  His  accurate  observations  and  correct 
discrimination  of  epidemic  diseases  u'eil  entitled  him  to  this 
distinction,  w'hile  in  the  original  energy  of  his  reasoning,  he 
far  exceeded  his  prototype."  (Dr.  Thomas  Sydenham  was  an 
English  physician  who  insisted  on  clinical  observation  instead 
of  theory  and  was  often  called  “the  English  Hippocrates’’.) 


The  obverse  portrait  was  designed  by  Thomas  Dow'  Jones,  later 
to  become  famous  for  his  Lincoln  Monument  at  Columbus, 
Ohio.  The  reverse  design  was  the  w'ork  of  another  well-known

Marshall  Wilder  (1798-  1 886)  was  one  of  the  founders  (1861), 
vice-president  (1865-70)  and  trustee  (1870-86)  of  M.I.T.  He 
experimented  extensively  in  horticulture  and  was  a  leader  in 
forming  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College,  which  later 
became  Massachusetts  State  College 

According  to  Julian,  The  dies  for  this  medal  were  returned  to 
the  Society  in  1889.  This  medal  is  housed  in  a  purple  plush 
leather  presentation  case  bearing  the  gilt  stamped  imprint  of 
PL.  Krider  Co.,  Philadelphia.  That  firm  undoubtedly  struck 
this  medal.  This  is  an  elusive  piece  -  Julian  was  unable  to 
furnish  a  description  of  it,  much  less  a  photo!  From  our  2000 
Auction  67,  #3 1 8,  where  it  realized  $209.00.  (No  lot  envelope)

Julian  notes  that  this  medal  was  first  struck  at  the  U.S.  Mint  in 
1857.  with  a  few  more  being  made  in  1859.

The  first  exhibition  of  the  Association  was 
held  in  Lowell  in  September  of  1851.  The  second  exhibition 
was  held  in  Lowell  six  years  later  -  in  1 857.  Apparently  Julian 
found  no  Mint  striking  records  for  1851  and  presumed  that  the 
records  for  1857  were  the  first.  According  to  the  records  of  the 
1851  exhibition,  there  were  distributed  as  prizes,  eight  gold 
medals,  sixty-five  silver  medals  and  210  diplomas.  (H)

Charles  Loring  Elliott  (1812  -  1868)  came  to  NYC  in  1834 
as  a  pupil  of  John  Trumbull.  He  was  elected  to  the  Academy 
in  1846  and  is  said  to  have  painted  more  than  800  portraits  of 
prominent  men  of  his  time.  His  portraits  are  in  almost  all  of  the

The  quotation  is  From  the  67,h  Psalm.  Julian  notes  that  the 
signature  W.  BARBER  is  to  lower  right,  when  in  fact,  it  is  to 
lower  left.  The  obverse  is  almost  identical  to  the  obverse  ol 
the  National  Pair  Association  medal  (AM-51)  which  Julian 
attributes  to  Charles  Barber.  Close  examination  reveals, 
however,  that  these  dies  are  clearly  distinct.  Only  27  silver  and 
60  copper  medals  were  struck  in  I  870  -  the  only  year  in  which 
they  were  made.  Most  elusive  -  Julian  had  only  the  Mint  dies 
upon  which  to  rely  For  his  description.  We  have  never  seen 
an  awarded  specimen.  I  rom  our  1992  Presidents'  Sale.  #348, 
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where  it  realized  $374.00.

Pa- 1 83;  Lindesmith  PA  4,  51.8mm.  Copper,  bronzed. 
Unsigned.  XF/AU  with  several  light  obverse  corrosion  spots 
and  some  light  areas  of  stain  on  the  reverse.  The  obverse 
legend,  VENERATE  THE  PLOUGH  is  above  a  scene  of  two 
steers  pulling  a  plow.  In  exergue:  THE  AGRICULTURAL/ 
SOCIETY/  OF  PHILADELPHIA.  On  the  reverse.  SECOND 
PREMIUM  AWARDED  is  above  an  open  wreath  surrounding 
an  uninscribed  central  space. 

Julian  catalogs  two  medals  For  the  “Agricultural  Society  oF 
Philadelphia"  (AM  71  &  72)  and  on e  For  the  “Philadelphia 
Society  For  the  Promotion  oF  Agriculture."  (AM-73).  It  appears 
that  the  two  organizations  are  one  and  the  same;  either  the 
names  being  interchangeable  or  there  being  a  more  Formal 
change  ol*  name  at  some  unknown  date,  ca.  I860. 

Medals  From  the  AM-73  dies  were  the  first  struck:  the  earliest 
known  dated  example  being  1823.  We  know  of  no  awarded 
examples  of  either  AM  71  or  72.  Julian  states  that  AM 
71  medals  were  struck  in  both  1855  and  1861.  However,  a 
detailed  look  in  the  striking  records  reprinted  in  the  back  of 
the  Julian  book  shows  that  the  1855  medals  were  struck  for  the 
“Pennsylvania  Agricultural  Society"  (probably  AM-65)  and 
that  the  1861  medals  were  struck  For  the  “Philadelphia  Soc. 
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For  the  Prom.  Of  Agr.”  (possibly,  but  not  likely,  AM-73.) 

The  Philadelphia  Society,  established  in  1785,  was  among  the 
nation’s  earliest  groups  dedicated  to  improving  agricultural 
production  through  the  application  of  scientific  methods.  It 
counted  among  its  initial  membership  such  luminaries  as 
George  Washington,  Thomas  Jefferson  and  Ben  Franklin.  It  was 
instrumental  in  forming  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural 
Society  in  1851  as  a  vehicle  for  establishing  an  educational 
institution  devoted  to  the  study  of  agricultural  science.  This 
bore  fruit  when  the  first  class  matriculated  at  Penn  State 
University  in  1859. 
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A  rare  medal  -  we  can  find  only  three  modern  auction  records. 
Our  offering  of  a  spotted  AU  in  our  1983  34"’  Sale  was 
followed  12  years  later  by  our  sale  of  an  XF/AU  specimen  with 
light  obverse  corrosion  spots  for  $270.00  in  our  2005  Auction 
Seventy  Four.  An  AU  example  brought  $759.00  in  our  2007 
Auction  77.  Even  the  extensive  Dreyfuss  collection  did  not 
have  an  example.  (G-H)

The  United  States  Agricultural  Society  was  formed  in  1852  at 


a  convention  called  by  12  state  agricultural  societies  with  this 
general  purpose;  "...  to  embody  in  one  central  Association, 
the  valuable  information  already  obtained  by  various  local 
Societies,  and  to  establish  a  more  intimate  connection  between 
them;  to  correspond  with  foreign  Societies,  and  to  diffuse  a 
knowledge  of  their  most  important  Agricultural  improvements 
and  discoveries;  and,  in  various  other  ways,  to  aid  the  promotion 
of  this  noble  art.” 

At  its  very  first  meeting  in  1852  the  United  States  Agricultural 
Society  discussed  encouraging  the  establishment  of  a 
Department  of  Agriculture  as  a  Cabinet  level  agency.  It  took 
several  years  of  meetings  and  the  passage  of  many  resolutions 
before  President  Lincoln  signed  the  legislation  establishing  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

US  Mint  records  as  reprinted  in  Julian  show  the  striking  of 
these  medals  in  only  two  years:  1858  and  1860.  A  total  of  9 
gold,  559  silver  and  1223  bronze  medals  were  struck.  (G) 
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Street  dock  in  NYC.  ($  1 250.00  -  i  500.00)

Iowa  College  was  founded  in  Davenport,  Iowa  in  1846  by  a 
group  of  1 1  Congregational  ministers.  It  was  later  merged  with 
Grinnell  University  in  1859  and  moved  to  Grinnell.  In  1909. 
it  was  renamed  Grinnell  College  after  J.B.  Grinnell.  Besides 
founding  the  community  of  Grinnell  and  the  University,  J.B. 
Grinnell  is  known  as  the  person  to  whom  Horace  Greeley 
advised,  “Go  West,  young  man,  go  West.” 

Sargent  was  President  of  the  Wallace  Nickel  Mining  Co.  and 
was  a  trustee  of  Iowa  College  1856-74.  The  Mint  records 
reported  by  Julian  show  3  medals  struck  in  gold  (1857)  and  a 
total  of  32  struck  in  silver.  There  is  no  record  of  any  striking  in 
bronze.  We  presume  such  strikes  to  be  specimens.  According 
to  the  Grinnell  College  Archivist,  the  only  mention  of  the  gold 
medal  in  the  College’s  Catalogs  was  in  the  1871-2  edition 
which  stated,  “One  Gold  and  three  Silver  Medals  are  distributed 
annually  to  those  whose  scholarship  and  deportment  are 
deemed  most  deserving  -  the  former  to  a  student  in  the  College 
Course,  the  latter  to  students  (of  either  sex)  in  the  Academy 
and  the  Normal  and  English  Department.  The  Medal  Fund  was 
established  by  Gen.  George  B.  Sargent,  now  of  Duluth,  Minn.” 
(F-G)

The  reverse  legend, 
IN  TESTIMONY  OF  HEROIC  Dl  EDS  IN  SAVING  LIFE 
FROM  THE  PERILS  Ol  THE  SEA  surrounds  an  open  wreath 
enclosing  the  following  hand  engraved  inscription:  TO/ 
MARVIN  A./  McMJCHEN/  FOR  BRAVELY/  RESCUING  A 
BOY/  FROM  DROWNING/  MAY  6.  1929. 

This  medal  was  actually  awarded  on  2/198/32.  McMiclicn 
saved  a  six  year  old  boy,  John  Kowsky  who  fell  off  the  79"' 
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342.  MASS  ACM  US  If  I  IS  HUMANE  SOCIETY  LIFE 

SAVING  MEDAL.  ES - 17.  57mm.  Copper,  bronzed.  Choice 
Uncirculated.  The  obverse  legend,  HUMANE  SOCIETY  OF 
MASSACHUSETTS  surrounds  the  arms  of  the  Society.  The 
reverse  hears  an  uninscribed  outer  circle.  Within  is  an  open 
wreath  around  an  open  space  for  inscription.  The  medal  is 
housed  in  a  custom  plastic  encasement  with  a  black  leather 
cover  inscribed:  MASSACHUSETTS  HUMANE  SOCIETY. 
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According  to  Julian.  "Medals  for  the  society  were  first  struck 
in  September.  1880.  and  were  produced  by  the  mint  until  at 
least  1899."  According  to  the  research  of  Frank  Racine,  there 
were  three  different  57mm  life  saving  medals  struck  for  the 
society  during  this  period.  All  three  medals  had  a  common 
obverse  -  that  described  above.  The  first  reverse  (Racine 
Type  1)  was  inscribed  on  the  reverse.  REWARD  OF  MERIT 
The  second  reverse  (Racine  Type  II)  bore  only  a  wreath  and 
had  no  inscription  at  all.  It  is  this  type  that  is  pictured  and 
described  in  Julian  and  offered  here.  The  third  reverse  (Racine 
Type  111)  bears  the  reverse  inscription.  HONOR  TERTUTIS 
PRAEMIUM. 

According  to  Racine.  Type  1  medals  in  silver  and  bronze  were 
struck  from  about  1854  until  1883.  There  were  no  gold  medals 
struck  with  this  reverse.  Type  II  medals  in  silver  and  bronze 
were  struck  only  in  the  years.  1884.5  &  6.  Type  II  medals  in 
gold  were  struck  from  1880  to  at  least  1888.  Type  III  medals 
in  bronze  and  silver  were  struck  from  1887  through  1890. 
Beginning  in  1891.  the  society  changed  from  awarding  their 
medals  in  the  57mm  size  to  similar  medals  in  a  38mm  size. 

If  Julian  is  correct  about  the  mint  striking  medals  from  1880 
through  1 899,  then  not  only  did  they  strike  the  variety  described 
and  pictured  by  Julian  (Type  II)  but  they  also  struck  medals 
with  the  Type  I  and  Type  Ill  reverses.  (G)

cartouche  bears  the  die  struck  inscription:  THE  DIRECTOR/

This  heretofore  unknown  medal  is  most  intruiging.  We  have 
queried  a  few  of  our  contacts  at  the  Mint  and  no  one  seems 
to  know  anything  about  it.  Our  guess  is  that  this  is  an  award 
sponsored  by  the  Director  and  given  to  a  member  of  the  Mint 
police.  (G)

The  Musical  Fund  Society  of  Philadelphia,  established  in  1 820. 
is  the  oldest  continuing  musical  organization  in  the  United 
States.  Like  other  organizations  founded  on  its  model  in  Boston 
and  elsewhere,  the  Musical  Fund  Society  was  organized  to 
promote  music  performance  and  to  aid  needy  musicians.  The 
head  of  Apollo  on  the  obverse  was  also  used  on  the  medal  for 
the  United  Bowman  of  Philadelphia.  One  of  the  founders  and 
officers  of  both  of  these  organizations  was  the  artist.  Thomas 
Sully,  whom  Michael  Hodder  credits  with  doing  the  work  for 
the  obverse  die.  (F-G)

I  joined  the  venerable  Roehester  Numismatic  Association  (RNA),  founded  in  1912.  in  the  mid  1970s.  I  was  RNA  President  in  1988  and  the  above  is 
my  presidential  portrait  medal  distributed  to  active  contemporary  members.  When  I  joined,  and  for  many  years  afterward,  the  numismatist  John  J. 
Pittman  and  several  notable  medal  collectors  and  dealers  inc  luding  Steve  Tanenbaum,  Al  Kowsky  and  Andy  llarkness  were  active  participants  at  the 
twice  monthly  RNA  meetings.  I  had  been  collecting  coins  for  more  than  20  years  by  that  time,  but  a  1980  visit  to  Al  Kowsky's  store  introduced  me  to 
medals.  I  was  positively  astounded  by  the  discovery  of  large,  gem  condition  nineteenth  and  early  twentieth  century  high-relief  medals:  some  struck  by 
the  U.S.  mint,  some  in  silver,  all  beautiful  and  designed  by  famous  medalists,  and  many  with  total  mintages  under  one  hundred!  1  was  also  delighted  to 
discover  that  these  "rare”  medals  could  be  purchased  fora  mere  fraction  of  the  price  of  the  common  date  uncirculated  U.S.  coins  I  had  been  collecting. 

My  initial  medal  purchases  from  Al  were  a  magnilieent  mahogany  color  "bronzed”  copper  1 848  Zachary  Taylor  at  Buena  Vista  U.S.  Mint  medal  (Julian 
MI-24),  a  1902  5  ounce  silver  Prince  Henry  of  Prussia,  and  a  bronze  New  York  Tercentenary  American  Numismatic  Society  (ANS).  Both  ANS  medals 
were  designed  by  Victor  D.  Brenner.  1  was  now  hooked  on  medals,  especially  ANS  medals:  discussing  them,  researching  them,  and  gathering  purchase 
sources  for  my  new  fascination.  The  ANS  founded  in  1 858  has  issued  over  50  commemorative  and  membership  medals  during  their  1 54  year  existence. 
Medal  designers  and  engravers  included  most  of  the  famous  sculptors  and  medalists  of  the  day  such  as  V.D.  Brenner.  L.  Ahlborn.  G.  Lovett.  E.  Sigel. 
G.L  Pratt.  G.  Borglum.  G.  Devreese.  E.  Fuchs.  C.  Beach.  D.  French,  H.  MacNeil  and  J.  Flanagan.  In  1981  I  visited  the  ANS*  1909  building  in  uptown 
Manhattan  and  viewed  medals  in  their  collection  kept  in  their  huge  vault,  did  research  in  their  library  and  joined  in  appreciation.  1  subscribed  to  the 
token  and  medal  auction  catalogs  of  Johnson  &  Jenson.  World  Art  Medals  (Bob  &  Sheila  Levin).  Paul  Cunningham,  World  Exonumia  (Rich  Hartzog), 
and  of  course  Joe  Levine's  Presidential  Coin  &  Antique  Company  as  well  as  major  numismatic  auction  catalogs  that  also  occasionally  listed  some 
medals. 

Joe  Levine's  auctions  and  Steve  Tanenbaum  inventory  provided  me  with  the  majority  of  my  ANS  medals,  with  a  few  pieces  obtained  from  Bowers 
&  Ruddy  (1921  Admiral  Marshall  Focli  owned  by  John  W.  Garrett  and  the  ANS'  first  authorized  medal,  the  1866  Abraham  Lincoln  Memorial  medal 
owned  by  Hairy  W.  Bass),  and  Stacks  (1896  Muhlenberg  medal  by  Victor  D.  Brenner).  Collecting  this  almost  complete  (missing  the  unique  1910 
International  Medallic  Expo  medal  struck  only  for  the  ANS’  cabinet  and  the  1988  Endowment  medal)  type  set  of  ANS  medals  over  a  time  span  in  excess 
of  3d  years  has  provided  me  with  the  great  enjoyment  of  the  hunt,  of  learning  the  history  of  the  periods  and  people  commemorated,  and  the  pleasure  of 
viewing  and  owning  this  marvelous  set.  May  you  long  admire  and  enjoy  any  medal  you  may  win  in  this  auction.

Based  on  a  letter  in  the  ANS  files,  it  is  generally  stated  that 
one  medal  was  struck  in  gold,  one  in  silver  and  only  a  mere  35 
in  bronze  in  recognition  of  Parish’s  generous  gifts  of  money 
and  material.  However.  Scott  Miller  says  that,  “despite  this 
letter  detailing  the  initial  subscribers  to  the  Parish  medal,  it 
would  not  be  justified  to  use  this  as  a  basis  for  establishing 
the  total  mintage.  Just  as  there  is  documentation  establishing 
several  orders  for  the  1883  Washington  medal  and  1884 
Anthon  medals,  it  is  possible  that  additional  Parish  medals 
were  requested  as  well.  Belden  recounts  the  striking  of  single 
medals  in  gold  and  silver,  but  refrains  Irom  providing  any 
number  for  the  bronze  strikes.  While  he  does  mention  that 
“bronze  medals  were  distributed  among  the  members  ol  the 
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Society  who  had  subscribed  for  them”,  he  also  noted  that,  as  of 
1915,  there  remained  one  bronze  for  sale  at  $5.00."  (F-G)

According  to  Miller,  th  is  was  “Originally  struck  to  commemorate 
the  50th  anniversary  ol  the  American  Numismatic  Society 
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and  lo  honor  Archer  Millon  I  lunlingion.  one  gold  medal  was 
presented  to  Huntington,  eleven  silver  and  25  bronze  medals 
were  struck  by  Whitehead  and  Hoag.  Additional  bronze  medals 
were  struck  and  presented  to  contributors  to  the  Exhibition 
of  United  Slates  and  Colonial  Coins,  January  17  lo  February 
IS,  1914.  and  the  Exhibition  of  March  26  lo  May  15,  1914. 
In  addition,  since  1918.  a  silver  specimen  has  been  awarded 
to  individuals  in  recognition  of  outstanding  achievement 
in  numismatic  scholarship.  Later  medals  were  struck  by  the 
Medallic  Art  Company."  (G)

Although  dated  1909,  the  medal  was  not  actually  available 
to  members  until  1917.  Barbara  Baxter  comments  that  "...

New  York,  with  its  highly  decorative  ligural  compositions  and 
sinuous  lines,  perfectly  captures  the  spirit  of  the  Gilded  Age.  A 
scant  50  medals  were  struck  in  bronze  in  this  size.  We  last  sold 
an  example  of  this  medal  in  AU  in  our  2008  Auction  78  (#456) 
for  $920.00.

Edward  D.  Adams,  a  member  of  the  ANS  and  the  Hudson-

accuracy  of  its  historical  detail,  the  balance  and  grace  of  its 
composition,  and  the  delicate  refinement  of  its  low  relief’  set 
forth  a  standard  for  the  level  of  medallic  and  numismatic  art 
that  the  ANS  wished  to  foster. 

This  is  the  Official  Medal  of  the  Celebration  and  was  struck 
in  a  number  of  different  sizes.  Only  the  76mm  medal  (struck 
in  silver  and  gold)  was  issued  by  the  Society  and  it  is  only 
this  medal  that  is  considered  an  ANS  medal  by  the  purists. 
However,  because  the  name  of  the  society  appears  on  the  medal, 
many  collectors  consider  it  part  of  the  series.  This  4”  sterling 
medal  was  available  for  purchase  ($10.00)  by  members  of  the 
Commission  and  was  presented  gratis  to  Principal  Guests.  It  is

50  medals  in  silver  and  100  in  bronze  were  struck  in  1910  to 
commemorate  the  death  of  President  Cleveland  in  1908.

The  Actors’  Fund  organization  refers  to  this  medal  as  the 
“Actors’  Fund  Medal  of  Honor.”  It  was  first  awarded  to 
President  William  Howard  Taft,  who  received  a  gold  example 
when  he  opened  the  Actors’  Fund  Fair,  a  bazaar  to  benefit  the 
Fund's  charities.  In  a  newspaper  account  of  the  time,  the  medal 
was  described  as  having  been  commissioned  ”...  by  Archer  N. 
Huntington.  President  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society.” 
Although  the  article  stated  that  10(X)  replicas  in  silver  were 
struck  for  distinguished  guests  and  5000  in  bronze  for  the 
public,  no  silver  example  of  this  medal  has  been  seen  and  the 
scarcity  of  the  bronze  medal  in  the  marketplace  indicates  that 
no  large  quantity  of  them  was  ever  produced. 

There  is  some  dispute  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Actors’  Fund 
medal  is  an  issue  of  the  Society.  Both  former  ANS  curator. 

Dr.  Jeremiah  Brady  and  Scott  Miller  find  no  documentation 

in  the  Society  records  to  support  the  ANS  sponsorship.  There  372. 

is,  however,  the  unmistakable  presence  of  what  looks  like  the 


ANS  seal  on  the  obverse  and  the  Archer  Huntington  connection 
to  make  this  conclusion  less  than  irrefutable. 

I  he  medal  was  restruck  by  Medallic  Art  Company  in  1958 
(without  the  ANS  seal)  and  used  by  the  Fund  as  an  award 
medal  and  presented  to  “individuals  and  organizations  that 
enrich  the  entertainment  community.”  including  politicians, 
corporate  leaders.  Broadway  producers,  actors  and  writers.” 
Recipients  ol  the  Medal  of  Honor  include  Mayors  Robert 
Wagner  and  John  Lindsay,  President  Ronald  Reagan.  Bernard 
Jacobs,  Gerald  Schoenleld.  Angela  Lansbury,  Neil  Simon  and 
Bernadette  Peters.

A  key  piece  for  the  collector 
of  book  encased  medals.  We  sold  a  similar  example  in  our  79lh

At  the  International  Numismatic  Congress  in  1910  it  was 
decided  that  a  medal  should  he  issued  in  honor  of  Babclon 
who  had  acted  as  President  of  the  Congress.  It  was  struck  in 
1912  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Societe  I  lollandaise-Belge 
cles  Amis  tie  la  Medaille  cl* Ait  and  the  American  Numismatic 
Society.  According  to  Miller  the  usually  quoted  mintage  figures 
of  100  medals  in  silver  and  200  in  bronze  relates  only  to  the 
medals  that  were  struck  for  the  ANS.  If  one  adds  in  the  medals 
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struck  tor  the  Societe  Hollandaise-Belge,  the  totals  are  156  in 
silver  and  505  in  bronze.

This  medal  has  been  long  thought  to  be  an  issue  of  the  ANS. 
However,  Scott  Miller  finds  no  evidence  of  this.  “The  circular 
announcing  publication  of  this  medal  was  issued  by  The 
Mayor's  Catskill  Aqueduct  Celebration  Committee.  Ten  silver 
and  six  bronze  medals  were  presented  to  certain  individuals 
associated  with  the  aqueduct.  The  medal  committee  consisted 
of  Robert  W.  Dc  Forest.  Edward  llagamen  Hall,  Edward 
T.  Newell,  John  B.  Pine  and  Arthur  Williams.  While  some 
members  of  the  committee  were  also  associated  with  the 
Society,  till  indication  is  that  this  medal  was  not  published  by 
or  in  association  with  the  A.N.S.  Unlike  most  other  medals 
published  by  or  with  the  approval  of  the  Society,  its  seal 
is  not  included  in  the  design.  The  publication  circular  does 


not  indicate  any  mention  of  the  Society  except  as  recipient  of 
payment  for  the  medals.  Finally,  examination  of  the  Society’s 
medal  sale  book  reveals  the  following  notation  for  this  medal: 
“Not  issued  by  this  Society  -  and  we  disposed  of  13  silver  and 
70  bronze  copies”. 

The  beauty  of  this  piece  was  recognized  long  ago  when  the 
Medallic  Art  Company  adopted  it  for  their  logo.  The  medal  had 
a  very  limited  issue;  only  23  silver  and  76  bronze  medals  were 
cast,  making  it  one  of  the  most  elusive  in  the  marketplace.  Out 
last  sale  of  a  silver  specimen  was  in  our  2008  Sale  #78.  lot  459 
where  an  AU  example  brought  $5750.00.

There  are  two  variations  of  this  award  medal.  This,  the  smaller 
of  the  two,  is  known  to  have  been  struck  in  both  bronze  and  pure 
gold.  57  medals  in  gold  weighing  about  three  ounces  were  given 
to  the  crew  and  staff  of  the  cable  ships.  An  unknown  number  was 
struck  in  bronze.  An  uncirculated  example  was  sold  by  Stacks  in 
their  January  201 1  Americana  Sale  for  $2185.00. 


Nine  examples  of  this  70mm  size  medal  in  gold  weighing  five 
ounces  were  given  to  the  expedition's  principals.  One  of  these 
medals,  presented  to  Captain  Joseph  Dayman  RN,  commander  of 
the  support  vessel.

silver  specimen  is  known  in  the  collection  of  Alan  Weinberg.  This

A  gold  impression  of  this  medal  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Brown 
and  was  later  donated  to  the  Kansas  Historical  Society.  The  Ford 
Collection  had  two  silver  and  4  bronze  specimens  -  apparently 
Mr.  Ford  thought  so  much  of  this  medal  that  he  acquired  every  one 
that  he  saw.  He  bought  both  of  the  silver  examples  in  the  Garrett 
IV  Sale  and  a  bronze  example  from  our  December  1970  Sale  in 
addition  to  private  treaty  purchases  in  1969  and  1976  and  from 
the  Wayte  Raymond  Estate.  Three  of  the  Ford  pieces  were  nice 
uncirculated  examples  and  brought  from  $1035  to  $1,437.50. 
This  less  than  perfect  piece  should  bring  in  the  $400  range.

By  1885,  only  a  few  of  the  letters  are  visible  and 
by  1 886,  only  ghosts  of  two  of  the  letters  can  be  seen.  The  reverse 
is  signed  KUNER  F.  just  above  the  cartouche  containing  the  date 
on  the  reverse. 

Kuner  was  a  prolific  die  cutter  in  California.  He  executed  many 
of  the  dies  for  privately  issued  gold  coins  such  as  those  for  Moffat 
&  Co.,  N.G.  &  N.  Schultz  &  Co.,  Dunbar  &  Co.  and  for  Baldwin. 
He  also  cut  the  die  for  the  California  State  seal  as  well  as  for  all  of

In  a  2003  article  in  the  ANS  Magazine,  The  Renaissance  of  the 
Cast  Medal  in  1 9,h  Century  France ,  David  and  Constance  Yates 
observed,  “Beginning  with  his  portrait  of  the  medallist  Auguste 
Barre  in  1879,  Chaplain  executed  a  marvelous  series  of  some 
twenty  cast  medals  representing  prominent  artists  and  architects  of 
his  day.  This  series,  obviously  inspired  by  the  Romantic  vision  of 
David,  ranges  from  the  great  academic  painter  Ernest  Meissonier 
to  the  visionary  architect  of  the  Paris  Opera  Charles  Gamier.  His 
portrait  of  the  great  orientalist  Jean-Leon  Gerome  (1824-1904) 
(fig.  7)  at  the  age  of  sixty  is  a  tour-de-force  example  of  Chaplain’s 
technique  in  its  depiction  of  the  chiseled  bone  structure  of  the 
artist's  face,  and  the  freely  drawn  hair,  extending  in  short  wavy 
lines  almost  to  the  edge  of  the  medal.  A  similar  piece  brought 
$563.50  in  our  2009  Auction  Seventy  Nine.

When  we  offered  one  of  these  medals  in  our  2006  Auction  75, 
lot  #397,  we  had  an  extended  discussion  concerning  which  artist 
was  deserving  of  credit  for  the  medal.  Many  authorities  have 
credited  it  to  Saint-Gaudens.  Dryfhout  did  so  without  reservation. 
Susan  Luftschein  and  D.  Wayne  Johnson  gave  generous  credit 
to  Frances  Grimes,  stating  that  she  did  the  actual  modeling,  but 
under  the  direction  of  Saint-Gaudens.  Implicit  in  this  description 
of  the  creation  of  this  medallion  is  the  contention  that  the  design

was  created  by  the  master  and  was  executed  under  the  closest  of 
supervision  by  the  student.  On  the  other  hand.  Bob  Mueller,  a 
respected  art  historian  from  New  York  City  and  president  of  the 
board  of  the  Cornish  Colony  Museum,  made  a  compelling  case 
that  this  medal  was  more  the  work  of  Miss  Grimes  with  critical, 
but  secondary  assistance  by  Saint-Gaudens. 

Mueller’s  research  also  answered  the  question  about  the  recipients 
of  the  medal.  His  research  showed  that  it  was  initially  awarded 
to  eighth  grade  and  high  school  students  for  the  best  competitive 
essays  on  Civil  Service  Reform  subjects.  In  addition  the  medals 
were  subsequently  given  out  by  other  organizations  to  both 
schools  and  individuals. 
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In  spite  of  this  seeming  multiplicity  of  recipients,  the  number  of 
these  medals  that  have  actually  surfaced  are  few  and  far  between. 
Until  2001,  only  three  of  these  medals  had  come  to  light.  The  first 
was  at  the  Saint-Gaudens  National  Historic  Site  at  Cornish,  the 
second  was  in  the  John  Marqusee  Collection  at  Cornell  University, 
the  third  resided  in  the  collection  of  Mr.  Mueller.

employees  and  organizations  for  noteworthy  public  service  along 
with  a  sum  of  money.  An  article  in  the  May  1922  Numismatist 
commented  that.

Sara  Lovelace  was  the  evening  chief  operator  at  the  Bell  Telephone 
office  at  Cynwyd,  Pa.

While  the  firefighters  played  chemicals 
on  the  blaze,  she  protected  the  switchboard  so  that  throughout  the 
emergency,  service  was  not  interrupted.

George  Stephenson  (1779  -  1843)  is  generally  credited  as  the 
principal  inventor  of  the  railway  locomotive  and  is  often  known  as 
The  Father  of  the  Railways.  Railway  transportation  was  born  on 
27th  September  1825  when  Stephenson's  Locomotion  ran  from 
Darlington  to  Stockton,  carrying  450  persons  at  15  miles  per  hour 
(24km/h).  Stephenson's  later  Rocket  won  a  famous  competition  to 
find  the  fastest  locomotive  by  traveling  at  an  average  speed  of  36 
miles  per  hour  (58knt/h)  from  Liverpool  to  Manchester  in  1830. 
He  is  also  credited  as  the  first  designer  of  the  Miner's  Safety  Lamp 
though  many  people  credit  the  invention  to  Sir  Humphrey  Davy 
who  was  working  at  the  same  time,  but  completely  independently, 
on  a  similar  design.  Edward  PEASE  funded  Stephenson’s  plans 
for  the  Stockton  and  Darlington  Railway.  This  medal,  particularly 
the  reverse,  is  a  wonderful  display  piece  for  the  railroad  collection.

In  our  1991  Gold  Medal  Sale,  #376,  we  offered  one 
ol  these  medals  along  with  a  letter  from  the  president  of  Sales 
Equipment  Co,  Inc.  of  Detroit  to  the  advertising  manager  of  Ford 
Motor  Company  stating  that  in  early  1929  “we  will  announce  the 
enclosed  Medallion  ol  Mr.  Henry  Ford  as  a  Desk  Weight,  but  I 
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thought  that  you  might  like  to  have  an  advanced  sample..."  That 
example  brought  $343.00.  Subsequently  we  sold  another  Unc. 
example  in  our  2003  Auction  73  lor  $077.50.

The  fabulous  bronze  was  recently  purchased  from  the  estate  of  the 
late  Nancy  Penn  Smith  Hannum,  the  granddaughter  of  railroad 
magnate  E.  H.  Harriman  and  his  wife,  Mary  Williamson  Averell 
Harriman.  E.  H.  Harriman,  along  with  a  number  of  other  wealthy 
New  Yorkers  which  included  August  Belmont,  were  members  of 
the  Orange  County  Hunt  Club  of  Goshen  NY.  It  was  a  small,  but 
exclusive  group  with  an  initiation  fee  of  $10,000  and  yearly  dues 
of  $2,000.  The  inhospitable  New  York  weather  prevented  the 
members  from  participating  in  their  favored  sport  during  much  of 
the  winter  months.  Around  the  turn  of  the  century,  they  purchased 
enough  acreage  near  The  Plains,  VA..  a  tiny  town  in  Fauquier 
County,  not  too  far  from  Washington,  D,.C,  that  would  permit 
them  to  extend  their  hunting  season  from  November  through 
March. 

In  an  effort  to  discover  the  story  surrounding  this  plaque,  we 
looked  into  the  relationship  between  the  Harriman  family  and  the 
Frasers,  James  Earle  and  Laura.  Here  we  found  enough  material 
with  which  to  make  some  reasoned  observations  and  conclusions. 
Our  research  shows  that  James  Earle  Fraser  had  no  less  than  four 


commissions  from  Mary  Harriman.  (I)  The  Harriman  Fountain 
which  was  installed  in  1 909  at  the  family  residence,  Arden  I  louse, 
Harriman,  New  York:  (2)  The  Harriman  Memorial  Medal  awarded 
by  the  American  Museum  of  Safety;  (3)  The  Edward  H.  Harriman 
memorial  bronze  plaque  executed  in  1916  which  initially  was 
displayed  at  the  Union  Pacific  Headquarters  at  Omaha,  Nebraska: 
(4)  A  bronze  relief  of  E.  11.  Harriman  c  1945  also  installed  at 
Ahlen  House. 

Laura  Gardin  Fraser  was  said  to  be  a  “dear  personal  friend"  of 
Mary  Harriman  and  she  did  a  number  of  pieces  at  the  instance  of 
the  Harriman's.  She  was  first  commissioned  by  the  son,  Averell 
Harriman,  in  1923  to  do  a  polo  pony  award  medal  for  the  Horse 
Association  of  America.  Subsequently,  she  did  a  sculpture  of  Miss 
Buck,  a  polo  pony  owned  by  Averell  Harriman.  Finally,  in  1931 
she  did  a  bas  relief  of  Mary  Harriman,  shortly  before  her  death  in 
1932. 

Considering  all  of  the  above,  we  are  fairly  confident  that  the 
commission  for  the  Irish  Dale  plaque  came  from  either  Marry 
Harriman  or  her  son,  Averell.  Our  best  guess  is  that  it  came  from 
Averell  and  that  Irish  Dale  was  his  hunter.  How  it  came  into  the 
possession  of  his  niece.  Nancy  Hannum.  is  open  to  conjecture. 

This  is  the  only  example  of  this  plaque  known  to  us.  The  author 
of  a  forthcoming  book  on  the  Frasers.  Fred  Reed,  was  unaware  of 
its  existence  before  it  was  purchased  in  the  sale  of  the  Hannum 
Estate.  In  all  probability,  it  is  unique.  ($6000-7000)

T  his  is  an  adaptation  of  the  obverse  design  of  the  Oregon  Trail 
commemorative  half  dollar.  It  is  minus  the  date  and  the  In  God 
We  Trust  motto.  The  piece  was  presumably  intended  for  use  as  an 
historic  marker  like  those  seen  erected  along  the  old  Oregon  Trail 
from  Independence,  Missouri,  to  Portland,  Oregon,  in  the  1930s. 
A  similar  Conestoga  Wagon  design  was  also  used  for  the  reverse 
of  the  45"’  issue  of  the  Society  of  Medalists  in  1952.  This  is  only 
the  third  example  of  the  plaque  known  to  us.  We  sold  a  similar 
specimen  in  our  last  sale  (#555)  for  $2127.50. 


By  1930  the  Crane  Co.  was  one  of  Chicago's  major  employers. 
Thousands  of  workers  made  a  variety  of  products  ranging  from 
pipe  used  for  large  central  heating  systems  to  enameled  cast-iron 
products  that  were  soon  found  in  bathrooms  in  residences  across 
the  country.  The  bronze  2  Vi'  75,h  anniversary  medal  struck  by 
Mcdallie  Art  Company  is  one  of  the  most  common  of  American 
medals.  Neil  Harris  cites  the  mintage  figure  at  115.000  for  this 
medal.  Although  this  galvano  is  unsigned,  it  seems  reasonable  to 
assume  that  this  galvano  was  made  by  them.  It  is  the  only  one 
known  to  us.  (G)

Barbara  Baxter  believes  this  to  be  Fraser's  best  work.  In  the 
Beaux-Arts  Medal  in  America,  she  comments  that  “Fraser's  finest 
medal,  the  Harriman  Memorial  medal  of  the  American  Museum  of 
Safety,  illustrates  his  ability  to  blend  successfully  contemporary 
realism  and  Renaissance  tradition.  Once  again  he  employs  the 
Quattrocento  format  of  a  bust  surrounded  by  simple  lettering 
for  the  obverse,  while  on  the  reverse  he  depicts  a  track  walker 
in  contemporary  garb  striking  along  the  rails.  The  realism  of  this 
treatment  of  the  theme  of  railroad  safety  contrasts  sharply  with 
Weinman's  symbolic  representation  of  the  same  subject  on  the 
U.S.  Lifesaving  medal.  Fraser’s  textured  modeling  of  the  reverse 
of  the  Harriman  medal,  also  used  effectively  on  his  portraits  of 
Roosevelt,  adds  to  the  vigor  of  the  towering  figure,  which  is 
barely  contained  within  the  space  on  the  tondo.” 

The  Ann  Arbor  RR  Co.  won  the  silver  Harriman  medal  four  times 
-1931,  1927,  1 940  and  1944. 
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In  1990,  we  sold  one  of  the  Ann  Arbor  silver  medals  with  rim 
nicks  for  $5 12,50,

Miles’  complaint  involved  a  scandal  involving  the  purchase 
of  some  7,000,000  pounds  of  canned  roast  beef  intended  for 
the  troops  in  Cuba.  The  quantity  order  was  far  in  excess  of 
the  army’s  needs  and,  what  was  worse,  was  that  the  soldiers 
detested  it.  In  spite  of  this,  the  hated  canned  beef  was 
regularly  delivered  to  the  trenches,  and  numerous  outfits 
got  no  other  meat  ration  until  after  the  fall  of  Santiago.  One 
observer  commented,  “The  beef  ration  became  a  torture,  as 
the  famished  soldiers  sickened.  They  were  nauseated  by  the 
very  sight  of  the  contents  of  the  tins.  The  could  not  choke  the 
slimy  red  mess  down,  or  could  not  keep  it  down,  if  they  did.” 

Rare  -  only  the  second  we  have  seen.  There  is  a  similar 
piece  with  an  obverse  bust  of  McKinley  and  the  legend:  WM. 
McKINLEY  “A  FRIEND  INDEED”  TO  TRUSTS  and  one  with 
the  Miles  obverse  and  a  reverse  with  EMBALMED  BEEF  to 
either  side  of  a  packaged  labeled  BEEF.

That  honor  would  go  to 
General  Zachary  Taylor,  the  Mexican  War  hero,  who  had 
never  previously  cast  his  own  vote  for  President  and  who 
had  dubious  ties  to  the  Whig  Party.  This  must  have  been  the 
cause  of  great  angst  to  the  party  stalwart,  Clay,  who  is  said 
to  have  sighed:  “I  wish  I  could  slay  a  Mexican.”  (D-E)

King  comments  that, "...  as  a  work  of  art  it  ranks  as  one  of 
the  best  medals  yet  issued  for  the  G.A.R.  It  was  copyrighted 
in  the  name  of  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  G.A.R.  and 
his  successors  in  office.  The  issue  was  limited  to  8500 
copies.  The  first  medal  was  struck  in  April,  1909  and  the  last 
impression  from  the  corrected  dies  July  3rd,  1911. 

There  are  3  obverse  die  varieties  of  this  medal.  The  first 
has  the  words  “Copyright  Davison’s  Sons  Phila.”  under  the 
bust  near  the  edge,  and  the  initials  of  the  artist,  J.E.  Roine, 
incuse,  under  1909.

The  “Spades  Are  Trumps”  legend  on  this  stickpin  has 
always  been  considered  enigmatic.  However,  with  the  aid 
of  Google,  we  found  the  following  in  the  September  4,  1862 
edition  of  The  New  York  Herald  “Much  severe  and  misplaced 
criticism  has  been  expended  upon  General  McClellan  for  his 
repeated  use  of  the  spade  and  shovel.  It  now,  however,  turns 
out,  by  events  just  happening,  that  spades  are  trumps. 
What  would  at  this  moment  be  very  probably  the  fate  of 
Washington  city  if  the  liberal  use  of  the  spade  had  not,  at  the 
proper  time,  thrown  up  those  splendid  entrenchments  which 
now  no  sudden  inroad  of  an  enemy  can  surmount?  But  for 
the  use  of  the  spade  in  this  instance  Washington  would  be 
an  open  plain,  exposed  on  all  sides  to  any  sudden  raid.  A 
further  illustration  of  the  value  of  this  humble  instrument  is 
now  presented  to  us  in  the  case  of  Cincinnati,  where  they 
are  said  to  be  at  this  moment  busily  engaged  throwing  up 
entrenchments  to  meet  the  rebels,  should  they  venture  to 
come  to  the  Ohio.

In  1917,  Henry  Ford  decided  to  have  a  token  coin  minted  as 
a  goodwill  gift  for  friends  and  customers.  The  coin  looked  like 
a  penny  but  bore  Ford’s  portrait  instead  of  Lincoln’s  and  the 
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motto  “Help  the  Other  Fellow”  instead  of  “In  God  We  Trust.” 
The  Weyhing  Bros,  jewelry  firm  of  Detroit  made  the  die  to 
create  the  coin  but  only  a  few  were  minted  before  America’s 
entry  into  World  War  I  ended  the  project.  The  die  was  then 
resurrected  in  1963  to  strike  the  birth  centennial  token  and 
again  20  years  later  for  the  Dearborn  Coin  Club  to  celebrate 
the  120,h  birth  anniversary.

Since  1930,  when  it  was  founded,  until  1995,  the  Society  of 
Medalists  has  issued  two  medals  per  year  to  its  members. 
The  list  of  sculptors  contributing  to  the  series  reads  like  a 
Who’s  Who  of  the  American  sculptors’  community.  The  series 
contains  some  of  the  finest  art  medals  ever  produced  in  this 
country.  Each  medal  was  struck  by  the  Medallic  Art  Company, 
the  premier  producers  of  American  medallic  art. 

After  the  series  ended  in  1995,  collector  interest  in  the  series 
waned  because  it  was  no  longer  being  promoted  vigorously. 
However,  the  wild  success  of  eBay  as  a  vehicle  for  medal 
collectors  and  sellers  to  interact  began  to  turn  this  market 
around.  With  the  increase  in  collector  interest, 
both  coin  and  antique  dealers  began  to  give  the  series  new 
attention.  The  recent  publication  of  David  Thomason 
Alexander’s  American  Art  Medals,  1909-1995.  The  Circle  of 
Friends  of  the  Medallion  and  the  Society  of  Medalists  is 
certain  is  certain  to  further  foster  interest  in  the  series.

The  first  term  Harding  medal  was  struck  in  three  varieties.

SMALL  SIZE  PRESIDENTIAL  MEDALS 

The  genesis  of  this  series  began  with  a  suggestion  by  Farran  Zerbe 
in  1909  that  a  small  medal  be  struck  to  commemorate  visits  to  the 
Philadelphia  Mint.  Nothing  was  done  with  this  idea  until  1922  when 
the  first  medalet  in  this  series  was  struck.  It,  and  subsequent  issues, 
were  sold  at  the  Mint  for  25c.  The  late  Ernie  Keusch  identified 
17  different  in  the  series.  It  has  become  a  favorite  of  some  Assay 
Medal  collectors  because  all  of  the  obverses  and  the  reverses  are 
reductions  of  portraits  and  devices  previously  used  in  various  Assay 
Commission  medals.  These  medals  should  be  distinguished  from 
miniatures  of  the  regular  Presidential  Series  medals  which  exactly 
replicate  obverse  and  reverse  of  their  larger  counterparts.  They  are 
considerably  more  common  than  those  offered  here.

Adolphe  Thiers  (1797-1877)  was  a  French  statesman  and 
historian.  He  first  became  premier  in  1836,  and  then  again  in 
1840.  For  the  next  30+  years  he  occupied  himself  with  his 
historical  writing  (History  of  the  Consulate  and  the  Empire  (20 
vol.,  1845-62;  tr.  1845-62)  and  various  political  positions. 

In  1863  he  was  elected  to  the  legislature,  where  he  opposed 
the  emperor  and  helped  to  bring  about  reforms.  Although  he 
had  previously  favored  an  aggressive  foreign  policy,  Thiers 
spoke  out  (1870)  against  involvement  in  the  Franco-Prussian 
War  .  Vindicated  by  the  disastrous  defeat  of  France,  he  was 
chosen  chief  executive  of  the  provisional  government  at 
Bordeaux  in  1871.  He  negotiated  the  preliminary  Peace  of 
Versailles  with  Otto  von  Bismarck  and  ordered  his  troops  to 
suppress  the  Commune  of  Paris  of  1871  an  order  carried  out 
with  ferocious  severity. 


In  Aug.,  1871,  his  title  became  President  of  the  Republic.  Credit 
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for  France’s  quick  payment  of  its  war  indemnity  to  Germany  and 
for  the  consequent  evacuation  (1873)  of  France  by  German 
troops  belongs  largely  to  Thiers’s  efficient  economic  policy. 
However,  his  insistence  upon  a  conservative  republic  alienated 
both  the  monarchist  majority  and  the  left-wing  minority  in  the 
national  assembly,  and  in  1873  he  was  forced  to  resign. 

At  this  point  he  was  76  years  of  age  and  close  to  the  end  of  his 
public  career.  It  was  probably  the  recognition  of  this  fact  that 
prompted  the  French  community  of  Philadelphia  to  employ 
Anthony  Paquet,  a  German-American  of  French  heritage,  to 
execute  this  medallic  homage.  (F-G)

The  story  of  this  club  and  its  founder  is  told  in  detail  in  the 
recently  published  book,  The  Medal-of-tlie-Month  Club: 
Created  by  Felicity  Buranelli  by  Harry  Waterson.  Very  briefly 
Ms.  Buranelli’s  idea  was  to  teach  boys  and  girls  about  great 
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men  and  women  in  American  life  and  history  and  at  the  same 
time  possess  fine  examples  of  sculpture  by  collecting  a  series 
of  medals.  Each  medal  would  be  accompanied  by  a  booklet 
which  would  tell  the  story  of  the  medal  in  child’s  language.  In 
1941  Felicity  had  Medallic  Art  Co.  strike  her  first  four  medals. 
They  all  followed  the  same  format:  Bronze,  1 14-inch  diameter 
with  a  brief  biography  on  the  reverse.  The  Amelia  Earhart  piece 
was  one  of  these  four.  Although  the  idea  was  to  issue  a  medal 
every  month,  that  never  happened.  Over  a  period  of  30  years, 
only  10  medals  were  produced,  all  but  one  involving  major 
figures  in  aviation. 

At  some  point,  Ms.  Burnanelli  decided  to  award  some  of  these 
medals  to  worthy  persons  in  the  aviation  field;  each  piece 
having  its  own  unique  incused  inscription.  Tony  (Antoinette) 
Page  (1910-1988)  has  a  renowned  writer  in  the  aviation  field 
as  well  as  being  a  pilot  herself,  being  the  seventh  woman  to 
receive  a  helicopter  license.  It  is  not  known  how  many  of  these 
Earhart  pieces  were  struck  for  presentation  purposes,  but  we 
presume  that  they  are  few  and  far  between.  (E-F)

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legacy  they  left  behind  in  the  successes  of  their  children  and 
grand-children.  The  medals  are  awarded  to  native-born  and 
naturalized  U.S.  citizens  from  various  ethnic  backgrounds.
